Jhas been assured in writing that the cancellation of 


our Bumraer program was without prejudice to him or to his possible future 
emplo^nt by ai^ agency of government,,., It is redundant, but I can add 
that the Agency's action should not be construed as reflecting adversely 
on the loyalty or Integrity of the men who would have been hired had the 
progrM not been cancelled," This assurance on the part of CIA is all 
authorized, under law, to give you. While it is unfortunate 
that this potentially unpleasant incident ever took place, I know that
